Loyola Fine Arts Department Drama students' first production of the 
year is a Canadian play by James Reaney, entitled LISTEN TO THE WIND. 
It will be performed in the Chameleon Theatre by the departments' second 
and third year majors. 


The play centers around the production of an adaptation of a Victorian 
novel by four children, which they call The Saga of Caresfoot Court. The 
Caresfoot Tale is actually taken from Rider Haggard's novel Dawn. This unique 
play within a play represents a dream concept enhanced by the playwright's use 
of a chorus. It creates an exciting theatrical experience for both actor and 
audience. The inner play, a typical Victorian melodrama sheds an interesting 
clarifying light upon the outside action.
